Holiday  shortened   supplies  of  slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  sold  steady  to     500  higher 
at  midwest  markets  with  most  advance  on  high- 
Choice  and  Prime  offerings  which  sold  50-75 0 
higher  at  Chicago.     Slaughter  cows  were  gener- 
ally steady  to  500  higher.     Feeder  cattle  and 
calves  were  largely  steady.     Barrows  and  gilts 
were  steady  to  500  lower  for  the  week  while 
sows  sold   steady  to  250  higher  at  most  points. 
Slaughter  lambs  were   steady  to  250  higher, 
slaughter  ewes  and  feeder  lambs  steady  to  500 
higher . 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AMD  CALVES  -  Marketings  of 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  were   sharply  re- 
duced for  the  holiday  week  and  prices  advanced 
to  the  highest  levels  in  about  a  year.     Average- 
Choice  to  Prime  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
found  good  demand  while  outlet  for  other  grades 
was  moderate.     This  influenced   a  further  widen- 
ing of  prices  between  grades  and  the  spread  on 
all  steers   was    the  widest  in  a  year.     Twelve 
market  receipts  were  relatively  small  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  but  picked  up  somewhat  late  in 
the  week  on  a  comparative  basis.     Steer  and 
heifer  supply  was  mostly  Good  and  Choice. 

Slaughter  steers  sold   steady  to  500  higher 
for  the  week  with  the  most  advance  on  Choice  and 
Prime  which  sold  50-750  higher  at  Chicago. 
Standard  and  Good  steers  were  only  steady  at 
some  centers  and  were  steady  to  500  lower  at  St. 
Louis  and  Indianapolis.  Heifers  sold   steady  to 
500  higher,     high-Good  to  Prime  50-750  higher 
at  Chicago.     Cows  and  bulls  were  steady  to  500 
higher,  vealers  steady  to  Si. 00  higher. 

Slaughter  steers:     A  new  high  since  Janu- 
ary a  year  ago  was  established  at  Chicago  Wed- 
nesday when  eight  loads  Prime  1200-1375#  brought 
$29.00.     Several  loads  Prime  there  sold  at 
$28.65-28.75,     bulk  Choice  and  Prime  $25.75- 
28.50.     At  other  midwest  terminals  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  $26.25-27.25,     most  Choice  $24.75- 
26.50.     Good  largely  $22.00-24.75. 

Slaughter  heifers:     Mixed  Choice  and  Prime 
sold  from  $26.00-26.50,      part  load   at  Chicago 
to  $26.85.     Choice  bulked   at  $24. 25-25. 75, Good

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -    Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
continued  relatively  small.     However,   the  volume 
was  substantially  above  the  Christinas  week, 
particularly  at  Southwestern  Centers.     Although 
year  end  holiday  activities  undoubtedly     tended 
to  curtail  buyer  attendance  to  some  extent,    ad- 
verse weathpr  conditions  represented  a  more   im- 
portant factor  in  restricting  demand.     Ice   and 
fairly  heavy  accumulations  of  snow  in  some 
areas  and  muddy  feedlots  in  others  were  factors 
which  presented  more  than  the  normal  amount  of 


problems  in  handling  and  receiving  shipments  of 
cattle  to  farm  or  feedlot.     Even   so,  demand  for 
the  limited  numbers  marketed  generally  was 
sufficient  to  maintain  prices  on  a  steady  basis. 
Mild  weakness  developed  in  a  few  instances.     At 
Sioux  City,  where  quality  was  at  the  highest 
level  in  several  weeks,  the  market  opened   500 
higher  but  trading  there  was  slow  at  the  close .

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Supplies  and 
prices  of  barrows  and  gilts  fluctuated  in  a 
close  relationship  through  the  holiday  shorten- 
ed week.     Tuesday's  run  was  double  the  corre- 
sponding day  a  week  ago,   and  was  the  largest 
for  a  Tuesday  in  several  y?ars  at  many  of  the 
major  mark3ts,   and  prices  were  sharply  lower. 
However,   the  supply  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
moderated   and    part  of  the  price  decline  was 
recovered.     Barrows  and  gilts  closed  steady  to 
500  lower  than  the  pre coding  reek' £  close,  vith 
the  exception  of  Kansas  City  where  sales  were; 
Ettody  to  250  higher.     Sows  were  mostly  steady 
to  250  higher,   excluding  St.  Louis  and  Sioux 
City  where  prices  were  steady  to  500     lower. 
Receipts  at  the  12  -.arkets  were  15   percent 
larger  than  the  four  day  previous  week  ?nd    6 
percent  above  the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago. 
The  average  weight  of  barrovs  and  gilts  at  the 
S  markets  was  236#  compared  with  229#the  pre- 
vious week  and  238#      a  year  earlier.     Sows  com- 
prised 10    percent  of  the  8  market  total.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CAHLOT  ICE  AT  TRADE  HEVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -   Steer  carcase  prices 
were  mostly  steady,    some   sales  50/  higher  at 
Washington;   cow  beef   steady  to  $1.00  up.     The 
trend  for  veal  was  strong  to  mostly  $1.00  higher 
with  advances  of  $2.00-4.00  recorded  at  Balti- 
more.    Quotations  for  calf  carcasses  were  un- 
changed at  New  York.     Lamb   sold  strong  to  $2.00 
higher  along  the   seaboard.     Pork  loins  were 
steady  to  $3.00  higher,    the  full  advance  recorded 
at  New  York  on  the  close;   Boston  butts  were  weak 
to  $2.00  lower;    spareribs   steady;   fresh  skinned 
hams  $2.00-5.00  lower. 

Prices  were   steady   to  mostly  50/  lower  for 
Choice  and  Prime  kosher  dressed  steer  forequar- 
ters  at  New  York;   kosher  veal,    calf  and  lamb  sold 
steady  to   strong. 

Supplies  of  most  red  meats  and  pork  were 
moderate   to  near  normal,   however,    receipts  of 
veal   and  calf  were  rather  small.      Steer  carcasses 
and  cute  sold  slowly  in  most  areas  along  the 
Eastern  Seaboard.      However,    trading  was  active 
for  steer  hindquarters  and  rounds  at  Philadelphia 
and  New  York.     Retailer  demand  was  good  for  veal, 
calf  and  lamb  and  clearance  was  normal.     Outlet 
was  fairly  good  for  pork  loins  and  spareribs. 
Post-holiday  demand  was  very  narrow  for  fresh 
skinned  hams.     A  small  volume  of   steer  beef  was 
carried  at  all  markets. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef   sold  mostly 
steady,   veal  $1.00  higher,   lamb  mostly  $1.00 
higher,   pork  loins  8-16#  $1.50-2.00  higher, 
Boston  butts  4-8#  $1.00  higher,    spareribs   steady. 

Supplies  of  beef,   lamb  and  fresh  pork  were 
moderate,   veal  volume   small.     Offerings  of  Good 
grade  beef  were  well   above  normal,    all  weight 
ranges  lamb  were  equally  represented.     Demand 
was  generally  moderate  and  supplies  of  all 
classes  were  adequate  for  trade  requirements. 

Carcass  beef   trade  was  generally  slow  after 
the   three-day  weekend.     Rounds  were  most  active 
cut   in  the  beef  division,    and  a  moderately  active 
trade  prevailed  on  arm  and  squarecut  chucks. 
Demand  rather  narrow  for  ribs  and  loins  following 
a  brisk  trade  before   the  holidays.     Veal   trade 
was  only  moderately  active  at  best  but  clearance 
of   small  volume  was  complete.      Demand  was  fair 
for  carcass  lamb,    early  advance  reflecting 
higher  costs  at  replacement  level  late  last  week. 
Lamb  hlndsaddles  and  ribs  had  dependable  outlets, 
stews   and   shoulders  rather  slow  but  more  active 


than  in  the  previous  week.     A  slow  fresh  pork 
trade  at  the  outset   turned  moderately  active, 
replacement  cost  for  loins  up  sharply  at  the 
close. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef   sold  moderately  active,    steady  to  50/ 
higher  in  California  with  heifer  beef  50/- 
$1.00  higher  in  San  Francisco.     Prices  were 
largely  steady  in   the  Portland-Seattle  area. 
Cow  beef  was  firm  to  $1.00  higher  in  Northern 
California  and  the  Pacific  Northwest,   but 
steady  to  weak  at  Los  Angeles.      Lamb  found 
broad  demand  and  sold  50/-$1.00  higher  in 
California  and  $1.50  to  $2.00  higher  in 
Portland-Seattle.      Calf  was   steady  to  weak 
in  Los  Angeles,   but   strong  to  $2.00  higher 
elsewhere.     Fresh  and  cured  pork  was  fairly 
active,   prices  uneven  but  mostly  steady.     The 
supply  of  calf  and  lamb  was  small,   other 
classes  moderate. 

CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,   DENVER,    OMAHA,   NEW  YOEX  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Demand  was  rather  poor  for 
normal   supplies  of   steer  and  heifer  beef 
during  the  holiday-shortened  week  and  trading 
was  very   slow.      Cow  beef  prices  advanced 
sharply   in  brisk  trading. 

The  week's  trend  on  steer  beef  was 
steady  to  $1.00  lower,   mostly  50/  lower. 
Heifer  beef  was  mostly  steady  with  a  few 
sales  at  Omaha  25/  lower.      Cow  beef  found  a 
ready  outlet  and  sold  steady  to  $1.25  higher, 
mostly  50/-$1.00  higher.      Clearance  was  in- 
complete on  steer  and  heifer  beef  but  complete 
on  cow  beef. 

Carcass  lamb  was  somewhat  uneven.  Car- 
casses weighing  35-55#  were  generally  steady 
to  50/  higher,  while  55-65#  carcasses  closed 
steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Supplies  were  about 
normal   and  clearance  was  near  complete. 

Pork  supplies  were  normal  for  the  New 
Year's  week  and  trading  was  moderately  active. 
Pork  loins  found  the  best  outlet  and  prices 
advanced  $1.50-2.50.     Pork  butts  were  50/- 
$1.00  higher  with  Chicago   showing  the  most 
advance.     Fresh  hams  were    steady  to  $3.50 
lower  at   Chicago  and  Omaha.     Pork  carcasses 
sold  steady  at  New  York  but  were  50/-$1.00 
lower  at  Philadelphia.      Clearance  was  gener- 
ally  complete.
